This morning the dele- 
gates representing the institutions of 
learning from all over the world assembled 
•with the faculty at the chapel, clad in 
•cailemic gowns, and made an impressive 
inarch to Alexander hall preceded by Mr. 
Cleveland. 


Prenidrut Declined. 


After 
prayer 
President 
Patton 


announced that what had heretofore been 
the college of New Jersey would bence- 
fort h be known as Princeton university 
•nd a wonderful scene of enthusiasm 
followed. 
The ceremony of conferring 


degrees on sixty-five men elected for the 
honor next occurred. It was learned that 
President Patton desired to confer the 
degree of "doctor of laws" upon Mr. 
Cleveland, but he modestly declined the 
honor. 


Cleveland'* Addrex*. 


The event of the day was the address by 


President Cleveland, who in openingsaid: 
"Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen. 
As those in different occupations with 
difl't rent training each see most plainly in 
the same landscape those features which 
are most nearly related to their habitual 
environments, so in our contemplation of 
this event each individual especially ob- 
serves and appreciates in his own light 
and his mode of thoughts supplies such 
feat ures and incidents as are most in har- 
mony with his mental situation."

Fallowing this prolepais, the president 


prcce°c" d to give a scholarly dissertation 
upi Hi the influence of colleges upon the 
stn' lity of government. He said obvi- 
ous' y the government is resting upon the 
v ill and universal suffrage of the people, 
and asserted there was no anchorage ex- 
cept in the people's intelligence. While 
the advantages of a collegiate education 
are i>y no means necessary to good citi- 
xer ship, he said, the college graduate 
found everywhere cannot smotlier his op- 
portunities to teach his fellow country- 
flMu and influence them for good nor hide 
Mi talents in a napkin \v ithout a recre- 
ancy to trust.

The president declared the spirit of con- 


•ervatism and toleration are absolutely 
•sitntial to a nation like ours.

collegiate training and a study of princi- 
ples unvexed by distracting and mislead-

college graduate a constant monitor of 
warning against popular rashness and 
excess."

Tlie president carried his idea in an- 


other direction by declaring the charac- 
ter of our institutions and our national 
•elf-interest require a feeling of sincere 
brotherhood and a disposition to unite in 
mutual endeavor should pervade the 
whole people. "Our scheme of govern- 
ment in the beginning was based on this 
sentiment and interruption has never 
failed and never can fail of grievously 
menacing the national health. Who can 
better caution against this passion and 
bitterness than those who by thought 
and hard study know the baneful conse- 
quinces and who themselves are within 
the- noble brotherhood of higher educa- 
tio,,?" 


1 .iere are national laws and economic 


truths which command implicit obeyance 
cn< which should unalterably fix the 
bon nds ol wholesome popular discussion 
end put limits to political strife. The 
fen '.vledge gained m universities and 
colleges will be sadly deficient if the ben- 
efk lanes of it are unable to recognize and 
point out to their fellow citizens these 
truths and natural laws and teach the 
mi- c.bievous futility oi their non-observ- 
ance or attempted violation."

private benefit through government aid, 
and when public places are claimed as a 
reward for party services I would have 
the universities persuade the people to 
relinquish the demand for party spoils 
and exhort them to disinterested and 
patriotic love of government. Then the 
design is apparent to lure the people from 
honest thoughts and to blind their eyes to 
the sad plight ot national dishonor and 
bad faith. I would have all t tie universities 
of our land cry out against the inflic- 
tion of this treacherous, fatal wound "

ception to Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland at Dr. 
Patton's residence. The function lasted till j

they caught most of them. 'Twas impossi- 
ble to follow exactly the stop orders at 
any given figure. The result was an al- 
most unanimous rush to sell. 


WAR WITH NEGROES, 


A Manager Had a Narrow 


Escape From Being 


Burned Alive.

CHIPI.EY, Fla., Oct. 22.—J. M. Crigler, 


manager of Hag-ermans lumber mills, 
became ensued in a quarrel with an 
employee. The negroes drew pi stols and 
and began shooting at the manager. 
Crigler ran and locked himself in his 
office and opened fire with a Winchester 
on the maddened negroes surrounding the 
building. 


The battle continued an hour and when 


the Louisville & Nashville train arrived 
at the station the negroes were preparing 
to fire the building and cremate Crigler. 
The train's crew and passengers rushed 
tofrigler's aid und dispersed the negroes. 


The mob had fired over 200 shots in 


building and Cr igler escaped by lying on 
the floor. As sooi, as the negroes fired a 
volley he would rise and shoot at them 
through the windows. Two.were killed, 
two fatally inju red, two seriously injured 
and several slightly.

The Place Visited Wednesday by Ihe 


School Board. A New Building 


is Demanded. Church Street 


School Also Visited. 


The weather was not very inviting 


Wednesday morning, but the school com- 
mittee realizing the need of prompt ac- 
tion in regard to providing increased 
school facilities at the Beaver, rode to 
that part of tbe city in hacks to look over 
the ground and consider what is to be 
done. The school there is badly over- 
crowded, as was stated in these columns 
a few days ago, and something must be 
clone, and that without delay. The in- 
creased population of the Beaver district, 
owing to the great enlargement of the 
mill, makes It incumbent upon the city 
to provide larger school accommodations 
there as soon as possible. 


The committee looked about for a fav- 


orable site for a new school house, audit 
is possible that a location near the old 
Glen mill may be selected. 


There are several things to be taken 


into consideration in connection with a, 
new school house in the Beaver. 
One is 


ihe oyri crowded condition of the Union 
school, and tho question arises whether it 
would be wiser to erect in the Beaver at 
this time a building large enough to ac- 
commodate that dislrict and at the same 
time relieve the Union street school, or 
to build merely for the accommodation 
of the Beaver and provide for the needs 
of Union street in same other way. To 
build large enough to afford the needed 
relief to Union street would, of course, 
cost more on the start, but it might prove 
the most economical in the long run. 
Whatever the decision in regard to this 
question, the Beaver must be provided 
for at once, and the cost of a building 
suitable for that district alone will, is it 
thought, be from ?lfi,000 to $20,000. 


The committee also visited the Church 


street school, wliieii is suffering from 
overcrowding. 
It is hardly probable 


that anything will be done there this sea- 
son, but it is clear tbat the building will 
soon have to be enlarged, and when this 
is done it will be doubled in size, the orig- 
inal plan having provided for the dupli- 
cation of the present building. 


A uuilding will probably be erected ai 


the Beaver this fall, although nothing 
definite is yet decided upon. The matter 
will come up for consideration at the reg- 
ular meeting of the school board Friday 
evening.

The business outlook is very bright, if 


Jre may believe all financial report*. The 
rarer McKinley's election, the better busi- 
ness becomes. 


The summary of Boston's financial bul- 


letins for Wednesday says that very few 
of the present generation have witnessed 
a time when tbe real underlying condi- 
tions were so in the direction of a "boom" 
as they are today.

which is now operative, is a good money 
standard?" Samuel J. Tilden answered 
this question in 1876, In his letter accept- 
ing a Democratic nomination for presi- 
dent, and his answer is as sound and true 
today as then. He said: 
"Uncertainty 


is the prolific parent of mischief in all 
business. Men do nothing, because they 
•re unable to nuke any calculations on 
which they may safely rely.

Attempt to Make Illrgnl Contracts Fay- 


able In Gold an Attack Upon Freedom 
of Contract—Would Hamper BtMln«si 
and Commerce and Compel a Resort to 
Antique Methods of Barter. 


The Cordage Trade Journal of Oct. 1 


flijcusscs a part of the Uhioago platform 
which has not thus fur received the at- 
tention whifrh it merits—that part 
which proposes to take away the right 
of private contract. The Journal says 
that "110 industry of any size can exiet 
without the use of contracts, agreements 
for the purchase, sale, delivery of and 
payment for goods. It ia hardly neces- 
sary to point out what this means in 
the cordage business " 


It tueii explains how ropo manufac- 


turers mako contracts with brokers, and 
brokers with foreign growers of innnilla 
or sisal, for their raw materials. Hav- 
ing made these contracts, they are in a 
position to muke comiaets with larga 
jobbers and ropo dealers. Continuing, 
The Journal says: 


"Contracts aro necessary to the suc- 


cessful transaction of business upon any 
scale above that of the very small retail 
trade, where goods and money pass be- 
tweeii buyer and seller simultaneously. 
Mr. Bryan would, if president, give his 
approval to laws which would prohibit 
business men from specifying what they 
shall sell goods for or what they ehall 
pay for goods, thus seriously restricting 
the right of contract. His first nomina- 
tion—iu Chicago—was based upon his 
acceptance of a platform which con- 
tained the following plank: 


"Wo demand that the standard silver dollar 


shall lie a full legal tender, equally with gold, 
for all debts, public and private, and we favor 
«nch legislation as will prevent for the future 
the doniunetizuticnof any kind of legal tender 
luoney by private contract. 


"His Populistio nomination in St. 


Louis carried with it this plank: 


"Wo demand such legislation as will prevent 


the demonetization of the lawful money of tha 
United States by private contract. 


"Possibly the United States supreme 


court will uphold such legislation—it 
sustained the validity of tha legal ten- 
der act—and—whst? Mr. Bryan does 
not tell the people whom he adoresces 
tridaily. When h'e gets near the sub- 
ject, it is only to say something like 
this: 


"When any one tries to give you an object 


lesson with a Hexioan dollar, tell him that the 
Mexican dollar ia not legal tender IH this coun- 
try, and that our silver dollar is, and under 
free coinage will continue to be, and no one 
will be allowed to contract against it.—W. J. 
Bryan in Kewarfc, Sept. £8. 


"This not only shows the purpose of 


the man, but also givos an intelligent 
man a very clear conception of Mr. 
Bryan's skill as a logician. If he knew 
anything at all about commerce—the 
lifeblood of which he so glibly talks of 
interfering with—he would know that 
the execution of his plan would cause 
an instant cessation of commercial ac- 
tivity, which would be followed by a 
resumption upon a restricted and an- 
tique basis. Methods which the com- 
mercial world discarded generations ago 
would have to be brought intft use for 
carrying on business under the condi- 
tions which the adoption of Mr. Bryan's 
two absurd propositions would impose. 


"Where would the hemp come from 


for next year's binder twine to tie tha 
farmers'" wheat? The United Stales, 
wliere silver dollars worth less than 100 
cents would be legal tender, could not 
furnish the matt-rial.

Whore Are, the Benefits? 


If 50 cent silver dollars should double 


tho prices of farm products, it ia quite 
as certain that the prices of all the 
products which the farmer consumes 
would double in the game way. In that 
case it is not easy to Bee how the farmer 
would gain anything by the free coinage 
cf silver. Even the wages of labor, tue 
lust to rise in an epoch of depreciated 
cntrcncy and inflated prices, would 
tuially, nfte.r much distress of tho work- 
*ngmen, straggle up to the common 
level. 


But whether tha farmer should re- 


ceive $100 for 100 bushels of wheat and 
pay out $90 for the necessaries of liviug 
or should receive 8200 for tho saini 
Wheat and pay out $180, in both cast' 
the balance ou hand would have just 
the same purchasing power. But iu ac- 
complishing the degradation of the 
monetary standard, which conld do 
neither tho fanner nor the wage earner 
any good, an enormous depreciation of 
values and confiscation of accumulated 
earnings, involving public and private 
credit in a maelatf^fc of destruction, 
would inevitably ensue. Are the farm- 
ers and workingmeu of the country •will- 
ing to invoke such a catastrophe?— 
Philadelphia Record.

Daring tbe fiat money and unlimited 


paper currency excitement ot 1877 Mr. 
Brechor delivered a famous sermon on 
Thanksgiving of that year on tbe perils 
of the day. In it be used this language: 
" Whenever in any nation there is 


snoh an attempt to tamper with stand- 
ards that the moral sense of man is be- 
wildered and liberty is gjjvea to unprin- 
cipled men at large to cheat, to be un- 
faithful to obligation^, to ,reinse tho 
payment of honest debts—whenever that 
takes place, it is all the worse if done 
with tho permission of the law. I hate 


! the devil riding on a law worse than I 


do the clovil riding without a law under 


' him. Whoever tampers with established 
| standards tampers with tho very marrow 


and vitality of public faith. * * * The 
danger into which we are running is 
hidden under the mystery c^tinunce and 
the currency. All money is but a repre- 
sentative of property. As now, by facil- 
ity of intercourse, a!l tho world is one 


. open niaiket, the need of one and tha 


same standard of money, uniform, uni- 
versal and unalterable, becomes imperi- 
ous. 


"Gold is the world's standard. Gold 


is the universal measure of value. Other 
kinds of money there are—silver, cop- 
per, paper—but they all must conform 
to gold and be measured by it and be 
interchangeable with it, in fixed and 
definite proportions. Gold is king in 
commerce. AJ1 other money must rep- 
resent gold, No vote of legislature can 


, change the nature of commerce, the na- 
' tnre of property, the nature of its repre- 
1 sentative iu money or the relative supe- 


riority or inferiority of different cur- 
rencies. Gold came to its supremacy as 


1 a representative of property by the long 


established consent of mankind. Con- 
gress cannot change it for the world, 
nor even for this nation, except upon 
past transactions. It may give impu- 
nity to men to cheat confiding creditors, 
but it cannot rule the value of currency 
in oil future transactions. 


"The crime of paying n iibt in a cur- 


rency inferior iu value toTaiai in which 
it was contracted, base at all times and 
anywhere, has a deeper guiit and a 
baser infamy in our case. When in our 
mortal struggle capitalists were solicited 
to lend their money to ns cm the faith of 
the nation, we were too glad, most 
grateful, for their aid. Then they were 
not grasping and swollen usurers, Oh, 
no I They were benefactors. We rejoiced 
ill their bounty and gave thanka for 
their confiding faith in our national 
honesty. Now, <jff dangers past, we re- 
vile them, finding no epithets too vio- 
lent, and strive to pay them, not gold 
for the gold they lent our misery, but in 
a dishonest measure of an inferior 
metal. 


"In the court of the commercial 


wolrd's conscience we shall be convict- 
ed of endeavoring to cheat the men who 
came to our rescue in .the dark day. 
This congress would not have existed 
cor any government of the United 
States but for the strength given to onr 
armies by foreign capitalists, and now 
to return their aid by a base treachery 
is to deserve an infamy as deep as the 
lowest depths of bell. But woe^to those 
men, bull headed, without eyes} who are 
attempting to undermine the integrity 
and simplicity of the nation.'"
